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WORK AND ACTIVITIES OF THE HOUSE 
COMMITTEE ON AGRICULTURE 


(83d Congress) 


During the 83d Congress 423 bills and resolutions were reterred to 
the House Committee on Agriculture, 51 were reported to the House 
50 were passed by the House, 1 was rejected by the House, 52 wer 
passed by the Senate, and 39 were enacted into law The committee 
held 238 meetings, including public hearings and executive sessions. 
A number of informal meetings also were held to discuss special prob- 
lems as they arose. These hearings and informal meetings include 
those held by the 3 standing subcommittees and the 4 special subeom- 
mittees, as well as hearings held by the full committee throughout the 
country on the long-range agricultural program

LONG-RANGE PROGRAM 


In the Ist session of the 83d Congress, the committee began laymg 
the groundwork for the general farm legislation which was later con- 
sidered by the Congress. Before writing any bill dealing with long- 
range agricultural policy, the committee traveled into all the major 
agricultural regions of the country and heard directly from farmers at 
the grassroots what they had to say on their problems, their hopes, 
their criticisms, and their ideas. A large part of the committee’s 
travel was by chartered bus so that, in addition to the scheduled public 
hearings, informal stops were made along the way and the members 
talked with small groups of farmers and visited with individual farmers 
in their fields. 

Shortly after the convening of the second session the committee 
held extensive hearings in Washington on the varied and numerous 
phases of a long-range agricultural policy. These hearings and those 
held in the field, a nationwide study, formed the basis for the general 
farm legislation the committee presented to the House. This cul- 
minated in the enactment of the Agricultural Act of 1954 (Publie 
Law 690). <A digest of the provisions of this act, together with sum- 
maries of other legislation handled by the committee, appears later 
in this report. 

The Agricultural Act of 1954, in addition to dealing with general 
phases of the farm program, included provisions of bills before the 
committee to place foreign agricultural attachés under the Department 
of Agriculture and to provide for a 4-vear wool price-support program, 


SURPLUS COMMODITIES 


In studies conducted by the committee with respect to the disposal 
of surplus commodities consideration was given specifically to the saie

of such commodities to the peoples of friendly nations in exchange for 
the currencies of the countries making the purchases. Consideration 
was also given to meeting famine and other urgent relief requirements 
of such peoples After an exhaustive study of the subject, Congress 
passed Public Law 480, the Agricultural Trade Development and 
Assistance Act The policy of the Congress 1s declared by this act to 
be that America’s abundance of food and fiber shall be managed to 
expand international trade, to promote the economic s ability of 
agriculture in the United States and the national welfare, and to 
her this Nation’s foreign policy, 


DROUGHT AND DISTRESS IN THE LIVESTOCK INDUSTRY 


In January 1953, the cattle industry was suffering severely from 
falling prices, and a few months later the stability of this great seg- 
ment of agriculture encountered a more serious threat—the worst 
drought since 1936 that dried up the crazing lands of the Central 
and South-Central States 

\ subcommittee of the House Committee on Agriculture was given 
the job of finding some remedy for the falling cattle prices. 

This group called for an end of price controls on beef, which had 
been imposed during the Korean emergency. This was done with 
beneficial results to both producers and consumers of beef. The sub- 
committee then recommended (1) acceleration of purchase of beef 
for the Armed Forces, (2 emergency credit. for the producers, (5) 
purchase of beef for the school lunch program, and (4) management 
of the imports of beef in a manner not depressing to the price of 
domestically produced beef. 

Administrative machinery was organized in the Department of 
Agriculture to direct a price stabilization program. But in the midst 
of this program the full force of the drought caused wide devastation 
This called for new action expanding the emergency program already 
in operation. 

Congress enacted Public Law 115, which permitted loans to farmers 
and stockmen for any agricultural purpose within the drought disaster 
area if such disaster had caused a need for emergency credit that 
could not be met by normal credit sources 

This law authorized, for 2 years, loans to established ranchers and 
livestock producers anywhere in the country whose operations were 
jeopardized by economic conditions resulting from drought. 

It authorized the Secretary of Agriculture to furnish feed and seed 
to distressed farmers, ranchers, or stockmen within the disaster area. 

Using section 32 funds in the summer and fall of 1953, the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture bought and moved into consumption and export 
channels the equivale nt of 865,000 head of lower grade cattle. More 
than 2 million tons of low-cost feed were made available to drougcht- 
stricken farmers and ranchers. Approximately $37 million was pro- 
vided in emergency credit to buy feed and pay other expenses of 
maintaining basic herds. 

As a result, the cattle price decline was checked and stability was 
restored to the livestock industry. 

At present, drought conditions are again a serious problem and, 
using the authority provided by Congress, the administration is pro- 
viding assistance in the damaged areas, 
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CONSERVATION OF SOIL AND WATER 


No work of this committee in the 83d Congress exceeded in im- 
portance its studies of better ways and means of conserving the great- 
est of natural resourees—soil and water. Exhaustive hearings were 
held on this subject and further valuable information was obtained on 
the committee’s visits with farmers throughout the country. The 
Congress enacted major pieces of legislation in the form of Publie 
Laws 566 and 597. The former provides for a cooperative program 
between the Federal Government and the States and local agencies 
for watershed protection and flood prevention. Publie Law 597 ex- 
tends the Water Facilities Act of 1937 to the entire United States and 
includes Hawaii, Alaska, Puerto Rico, and the Virgin Islands. This 
program of water-facilities loans was formerly applicable only to the 
arid and semiarid areas of the United States and provides for the 
financing of such facilities as irrigation equipment, pumps, and for 
drilling wells. This legislation also provides for a new system of direct 
Government loans and Government-insured private loans for general 
conservation work and development. 


FAMINE RELIEF 


While relieving the economic distress of our own citizens, Congress 
gave its attention to severe suffering—hunger and starvation—in 
other nations. Upon the request of the President, and after a study 
by this committee, Congress enacted Public Law 216 authorizing him 
to use stocks of agricultural commodities acquired by the Commodity 
Credit Corporation through price-support operations to relieve famine 
or other urgent relief requirements abroad. 

This authority expired March 15, 1954, and provided such assist- 
ance up to a total of $100 million. 


PAKISTAN 


In the same spirit, the Congress enacted Public Law 77 making a 
gift of 1 million long tons of wheat, from CCC stocks, to the Govern- 
ment of Pakistan, to relieve starvation and mass suffering threatened 
there by famine conditions. This action also was recommended by 
the House Committee on Agriculture, after a thorough study of the 
situation. 

EXTENSION SERVICE LAW SIMPLIFIED 


By enactment of Public Law 83 the Congress simplified and faeil- 
itated the work of the Extension Service. Ten separate laws relating 
to this important service were consolidated and codified, incorporating 
the substance of the various later acts into the Smith-Lever Act which 
is the basic law authorizing extension work. 

The legislation authorized the appropriation of such sums as deemed 
necessary for operation of the overall program. 


CROP INSURANCE EXPANDED 


Congress through Public Law 261 authorized the expansion of the 
Federal crop-insurance program, as the experience of the Crop Insur- 
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Maryland to see far enough ahead to know whether such quotas 
would be desirable. Nevertheless, the House rejected the bill and 
the Maryland tobacco farmers did not receive the protection re- 


quested 


REGIONAL AGRICULTURAL CREDIT CORPORATION LOANS 


The committee reported and the House passed, H. R. 4158, which 


extends for a period of 5 vears the authority for the Secretary of 
Agriculture to make loans to orchardists out of the revolving fund 


already established by law. The Senate took no action on the bill. 


MARKETING REGULATIONS 


The committee also reported, late in the first session, a bill (H. R. 
6435) which would include onions in the Commodity Exchange Act. 
The bill was later passed by both the House and the Senate, but in 
approving the bill the Senate amended it so as to include coffee in the 
act. This committee gave consideration to the inclusion of coffee, 
but decided that further study was necessary before it acted upon this 
matter 

Also considered by the committee were bills to amend the Com- 
modity Exchange Act so as to strengthen the enforcement provisions 
(S. 1990), increase the registration fee (S. 3207), and include wool 
(S. 2313). The bill to include wool under the act was made a part of 
the Agricultural Act of 1954, but members of the committee felt that 
further study was desirable on the other two measures. 


COTTON PROGRAM 


Cotton growers in 1954 were confronted with a cut in acreage from 
25,284,600 to 17,910,000, which would have meant a severe loss of 
income for the cotton farmer and a strain on the economy of the 
cotton-producing regions. In order to prevent this great reduction 
in cotton acreage the Congress enacted Public Law 290, which pro- 
vided for a minimum national cotton allotment of 21,379,000 acres 
in 1954. Also provided in the law was a special adjustment of allot- 
ments among the States, to counties, and to individual farms, includ- 
ing provisions to prevent hardships and inequities in the assignment 
of acres and to make long-range improvements in the cotton program, 


INSECT PESTS AND PLANT DISEASES 


The attention of the committee was directed to an outbreak of 
Mexican fruitfly below the Mexican border. It promptly reported 
legislation which was enacted into Public Law 586, authorizing the 
use of contingency funds of the Department of Agriculture for cooper- 
ating with Canada and Mexico in combatting incipient and emergency 
outbreaks of insect pests and plant diseases and to prevent their 
spread into the United States 
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FOREST FIRE PREVENTION 


The severe drought in the southeastern and south-central regions 
of the United States was found to have intensified the forest-fire 
hazards beyond the protective capacity of the States acting indi- 
vidually. The Congress, through Public Laws 536 and 642, granted 
consent to the southeastern (including 10 States) and the south- 
central (including 5 States) interstate forest fire protection compacts, 
with a view to coordinating such activities in the interest of more 
effective forest-fire prevention and protection. 


NATIONAL-FOREST MINING CLAIMS 


Extensive testimony was heard and the committee reported a bill 
(H. R. 5358) designed to prevent seizure and exploitation of land 
the national forests by private individuals through abuse of the 
mining and mineral discovery laws. This bill does not affect the 
mining laws generally but relates only to the filing of mining claims 
and the patenting of mineral lands in the national forests. It does 
not discourage the legitimate discovery and removal of minerals from 
national-forest lands but is intended to prevent misuse of the mining 
laws by unscrupulous individuals in the taking of title to public-forest 
lands for private use. No action was taken on the bill by the House, 


NATIONAL FOREST RECREATIONAL FACILITIES 


A problem that has concerned the committee for some time relates 
to the recreational facilities in national forests. It has long been 
recognized that additional funds should be made available for increas- 
ing sanitary facilities, policing these areas, and for many other con- 
veniences for the many persons who avail themselves of this type of 
recreational activity. A proposed solution to the problem was em- 
bodied in bills introduced and referred to this committee which would 
have provided that a percentage of the proceeds from the national 
forests be used to take care of e xpenses of maintaining the recreational 
facilities. Extensive hearings were held on these bills, but no action 
was taken. 

The committee approved and the House passe . H. R. 2762 to 
revise the authority of the Se retary of Agri cult to Issue permits 
for construction on and use of national forest areas for purposes 
connected with commercial and industrial development. The Senate 
committee took no action on this legislation. 


NATIONAL FOREST GRAZING LANDS 


The committee held extensive hearings on various bills relating to 


grazing policies and range improvements on-national forest lands 
After careful consideration of the subject the members of the com- 
mittee felt that further study should be made before any action was 


taken on the measure.

Pusuic Laws 


Public Law 77 (S. 2112), wheat for Pakistan (approved June 25, 1953) 

Provides for the Commodity Credit Corporation to make available 
to the President 1 million long tons of wheat acquired through price- 
support operations, during the period ending June 30, 1954, for 
transfer to the Government of Pakistan, 700,000 tons of which may 
be made available in order to alleviate starvation and mass suffering 
threatened by famine conditions in that country. Not to exceed 
300,000 tons of such wheat to make up a reserve supply as the Presi- 
dent may determine to be necessary to supplement such emergency 
assistance. At least 50 percent of such tonnage is to be transported 
by United States flag vessels. 


Public Law 88 (S. 1679). Extension Service consolidation (approved 
June 26, 1953) 

Simplifies and facilitates the work of the Extension Service by con- 
solidating and codifying 10 separate laws relating to the Service 
Incorporates the substance of the various later acts into the Smith- 
Lever Act, the basic law authorizing extension work. Authorizes 
appropriation of such sums as are deemed necessary for operation of 
the overall program. Freezes Federal allocation of funds to the 
States at the amounts received by each State during fiscal year 1953, 
with exceptions. Provides a formula for allotment of new appro- 
priations. 


Public Law 115 (H. R. 6054), drought relief assistance (approved July 
14, 1953) 

Assists farmers, ranchers, and stockmen to meet emergency resulting 
from the drought situation now prevalent in the south-central area 
of the United States. Permits loans to farmers and stockmen ‘‘for 
any agricultural purpose’’ within the ‘disaster area’’ if such disaster 
has caused a need for emergency credit that cannot be met by normal 
credit sources. Authorizes, for a period of 2 years, loans to established 
ranchers and livestock producers anywhere in the United States, 
whose operations are jeopardized by economic conditions resulting 
from drought. Provides for the Secretary of Agriculture to furnish 
feed and seed to distressed farmers, ranchers, or stockmen, within the 
disaster areas and to use money from the disaster loan revolving fund 
for this purpose. 

Publie Law 117 (H.R. 5451), wheat marketing quotas (approved July 
14, 1953) 

Amends the Agricultural Adjustment Act of 1938, as amended. 
Provides a reserve of not to exceed 1 percent of the national acreage 
allotment, for allotment to States and counties based on their previous 
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Publie Law 22 S. 729) forest resources survey, Alaska approved

Public Law 480 (S. 2475), Agricultural Trade Development and Assist- 
ance Act (approved July 10, 1954 

Title I authorizes the President, until June 30, 1957, to carry out a 
program for the sale of foreign currencies of surplus agricultural com- 
modities under agreements with friendly nations or organizations of 
friendly countries. The President is required to take precautions to 
assure no undue disruption of world prices, and to assure no resale or 
transshipment to other countries without approval of the President, 
the program to be utilized for developing and expanding continuous 
marked demand abroad for agricultural commodities. 

Surplus commodities acquired through price support operations by 
the Commodity Credit Corporation are to be made available for sale, 
funds and other assets of the CCC to be used to finance the sale and 
exportation of CCC stocks as well as privately owned stocks not 
available through CCC. CCC may finance sale and exportation of 
privately owned stocks even though the Corporation is in a position 
to supply the commodity itself, if the private exporter acquires from 
CCC the same commodity of comparable value and quantity. The 
President may issue letters of commitment against funds or guaranties 
of funds supplied by CCC, which letters shall constitute obligations 
of the United States. 

The foreign currencies which accrue under this title may be used 
(1) for development of new markets for United States agricuitural 
commodities; (2) for purchase of strategic and critical materials, to 
establish a stockpile additional and supplemental to the quantities 
acquired under the Strategic and Critical Materials Stockpile Act; 
(3) for procurement of military equipment, and defense materials, 
facilities, and services; (4) for financing the purchase of goods or serv- 
ices for other friendly countries; (5) for promotion ol international 
economic development and trade; (6) for payment of United States 
obligations abroad; (7) loans to promote multilateral trade and eco- 
nomic development; and (8) for financing international educational 
exchange activities. 

The Corporation is to be reimbursed in an amount equivalent to the 
dollar value of currencies used by any department or agency making 
use of these funds. Authorizes an appropriation to cover any reim- 
bursement not made by any other agency, which would include proe- 
essing, packaging, transportation, and handling costs, and for costs 
incurred in financing the exportation of commodities. Transactions 
cannot be carried out which would require an appropriation in excess 
of $700 million. 

Title II directs the Commodity Credit Corporation to make avail- 
able to the President surplus agricultural commodities for transfer to 


friendly nations and friendly populations in order to meet famine or 
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other rellel requirements In addition, the President is authorized

Authorizes the Secretary of Agriculture upon the submission of an 
application for such works of improvement to conduct the necessary 
investigations and surveys; study the economic soundness of the plan, 
including a determination as to whether benefits exceed costs; co- 
operate and enter into agreements with and furnish financial and other 
assistance to local organizations; and obtain the cooperation and 
assistance of other Federal agend@es. The State or local organization 
is required to acquire such land, easements, or rights-of-way necessary 
to the plan; assume its proportionate share of the cost of installation; 
make arrangements for the defraying of costs of operating and main- 
taining such installation in accordance with Department of Agricul- 
ture regulations; acquire, or provide assurance that landowners have 
acquired, such water rights as may be needed in the installation and 
operation of the work of improvement; and obtain agreements to 
carry out recommended soil conservation measures and farm plans 
from owners of not less than 50 percent of the lands situated above 
each retention reservoir. 

The governor or the State agency has a 45-day period in which to 
disapprove an application for Federal assistance. After the local 
organization and the Secretary have agreed on a plan those which in- 
clude reclamation or irrigation work must be submitted to the Secre- 
tary of the Interior and those including flood detention structures 
must be submitted to the Secretary of the Army at least 60 days prior 
to submission to the Congress through the President. _Recommenda- 
tions received from either the Interior or Army Department prior to 
the expiration of the 60-day period shall i transmitted to the Congress 
with the plan. Congressional approval is not necessary for plans 
covering less than 2,500 acre-feet. However, if the plan includes a 
proposed dam or other structure impounding more than 2,500 acre- 
feet (5,000 acre-feet being the maximum), appropriations for such

Public Law 597 (S. o Si . Water Facilities Act of 1937, amendments 
(approved August 17, 1954) 

Amends the Water Facilities Act of 1937 so as to extend the benefits 

of such act to the entire United States, Alaska, Hawaii, Puerto Rico, 
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and the Virgin Islands. Replaces the existing $100,000 limitation on 
financing assistance for bea one project with a new limitation of 
$25,000 outstanding indebtedness of any eee farmer or rancher 
and $250,000 in the case of ap association or agenc 

Sets up a new system of insured, as well as dikes t, loans for water 
facilities and extends this system to cover general conservation devel- 
opment and work including the improvement of farmland by soil- or 
water-conserving or drainage facilities structures, or practices, im- 
provement of soil fertility, establishment of improved permanent 
pasture, sustained yield afforestation or reforestation and other 
erosion preventatives, and such other related measures as may be 
determined from time to time vy the Secretary of Agriculture 

Provides for insurance of loans in order to provide for use of private 
funds and facilities to the greatest extent practicable. 


Public Law 630 (WS. 3 h ¢ 7), sale of con solidated de be ntures by the banks for 
couperatives (approved August 23, 1954) 

Amends the Farm Credit Act of 1933 so as to authorize the issuance 
and sale of consolidated debentures of the 12 regional banks for 
cooperatives and the Central Bank for Cooperatives, such debentures 
to be joint and several obligations of the 13 banks and to be secured 
by the pledge of collateral consisting mainly of obligations taken by 
the banks in connection with their loans to farmers’ cooperative 
associations. 


Public Law 642 (H. R. 6393), south-central interstate forest-fire-protection 
compact (approve d August 24, 1954) 

Grants the approval of Congress to the south-central interstate 
forest-fire-protection compact, including the States of Arkansas, 
Louisiana, Mississippi, Oklahoma, and Texas, for the purpose of 
obtaining cooperation in preventing and suppressing forest fires. Pro- 
vides for individual State fire plans and an integrated regional fire 
plan. Provides that compact administrators, one from each State, 
would guide the compact with the assistance of an advisory committee 
representing legislators, forestry commissions, and the forest industry. 
Includes the requirement that a State requesting aid must assume costs 
for States rendering aid and provides that the compact shall not affect 
any existing or future cooperative relationship or arrangement between 
the Forest Service of the Department of Agriculture and a member 
State or States. 


Public Law 690 (H. R. 9680), the Agricultural Act of 1954 (approved 
August 28, 1954) 
1. Bastc Crops 


This legislation establishes a flexible price-support program at 82% 
to 90 percent of parity for the 1955 crops of wheat, corn, cotton, 
peanuts, and rice. In 1956 and thereafter the support level of these 
crops will be at 75 to 90 percent of parity, unless Congress takes 
action to change these flexible levels. The support level of the sixth 
basic crop, tobacco, remains at 90 percent. All the basic crops, by 
previous congressional enactment, are supported through the current 
year, as in several years past, at 90 percent of parity. These new 
provisions are made with respect to specified basic crops:

5. MopERNIZED Parity 


Under existing law modernized parity will go into effect on wheat, 
corn, cotton, and peanuts for the crop year beginning January 1, 1956. 
On the basis of present price re perenryen: this would amount to a 
reduction in 1956 of 39 cents per bushel for wheat; 22 cents per bushel 
for corn; 1.8 cents per pound for cotton; and 2.8 cents per pound for 
peanuts. In order to prevent this abrupt drop, the present bill con- 
tains a transitional parity provision providing that the parity price 
shall be decreased only 5 percent per year until the gap between old 
parity and new parity is closed. 


6. Support THROUGH PROCESSORS 


Whenever price supports or surplus removal operations are carried 
out through purchases from loans to, or payments to, processors the 
Secretary is required to obtain assurances that the producers of the 
agricultural commodities involved will receive the maximum bene- 
fits from the price support or surplus removal operations. 


7. DiverTED ACRES 


The bill gives the Secretary no new or expanded authority to deal 
with diverted acres. However, in any programs for diverted acres 
(1) the Secretary may make his regulations applicable on an appro- 
priate geographical basis; (2) in semiarid or other areas where good 
husbandry requires maintenance of a prudent feed reserve, his regu- 
lations relating to diverted acres shall be administered in such manner 
as to permit the production of forage crops for storage and subsequent 
use in farm feeding operations; and, (3) in areas declared to be dis- 
aster areas, the regulations shall be administered in such a manner as 
will most quickly restore the normal pattern of the agriculture of 
such areas. 

8. ACP PayYMENTs 


The agricultural conservation payment program is extended for 2 
vears. The legislation permits the Secretary to fix fair prices on 
conservation materials and services, although this is not mandatory 
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as in existing legislation. Compliance with acreage allotments on 
basic crops is made a condition to eligibility for ACP payments, with 
the stipulation that this provision shall apply only to farmers who 
knowingly harvest crops in excess of their allotments, after a deter- 
mination by the Secretary that a farmer’s plantings are in excess of 


his allotment. The Secretary is required to give farmers a reason- 
able opportunity to get into compliance on plantings of baste crops if 
they are found to be in excess of allotments. Although application 


of this general provision on eligibility will not be possible in the cur- 
rent vear, the provision relating to the opportunity of farmers to 
adjust their basic crops so as to comply with the acreage allotments 
will be effective for the 1954 crops which have not vet been harvested. 


9. MARKETING AGREEMENTS 


Producers of fruits and vegetables, in the new legislation, are per- 
mitted under marketing agreements to fix the type of package used, 
The legislation authorizes marketing orders to continue in operation 
during periods when the price of the regulated commodity is at o1 
above parity. Grapefruit for canning or freezing is included in those 
commodities for which marketing orders may be issued. Funds 
collected under marketing agreements may be used for market research 
and development. Imported fruits and vegetables may be required to 
comply with the standards of maturity, size, and quality required In 
the marketing agreements adopted by domestic producers. 


10. AGricuLTURAL ATTACHES 


The new act provides for the establishment of a new and more effec- 
tive representation of American agriculture and agricultural interests 
in our Embassies and missions abroad, by transferring the agricultural 
attachés from the jurisidiction of the Department of State to the 
Department of Agriculture. 

The act provides that appointed emplovees and officers of the De- 
partment of Agriculture shall be regularly and officially attached to 
the diplomatic missions of the United States in foreign countries 
upon the request of the Secretary of Agriculture and the concurrence 
of the Secretarv of State. Overseas agricultural representatives 
henceforward will be directly under the Secretary of Agriculture with 
respect to agricultural matters and their agricultural duties, and will 
make their reports directly to him. This should greatly improve the 
efficieney and value of our foreign agricultural representation, 


11. Terms oF COMMITTEEMEN 


The Secretarv of Agriculture is prohibited from imposing any 
limitation upon the number of terms for which members of the agri- 
cultural stabilization county committees may be reelected. 


12. SALE oF CCC Fererp GRAINS 


The new act authorizes the Commodity Credit Corporation, for 
the period ending March 1, 1955, to sell feed grains it owns at the 
support price plus 10 percent at the point of storage. This temporarily 
relaxes a provision of the 1949 aet prohibiting CCC from selling 
storable commodities into the commercial market at less than the 
current support price plus 5 percent plus a reasonable carrying charge. 
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This is intended to make the feed grains available at a lower price to 
feeders who are unable to purchase the grains on o market except 
at prices above parity. <A situation has developed in some parts of 
the Corn Belt in which farmers, fearful of the effects Sof the drought 
on this vear’s corn crop, are holding in storage their farm-stored 


stocks of corn.
